Isham, in a statement outlining 
reasons for a reduction of 20 per 
cent in assessed valuation to ap- 
ply on the 1933 assessment role, 
states “it is painfully evident that 
relief must be given, and the law 
plainly states that property must 
be assessed at a fair value and on 
an equitable basis as of the first 
Monday in March each year. The 
assessor does not make the taxes, 
but he is required to set up a form 
or standard of value; having done 
that and entered each assessment 
on the roll he has fulfilled his func- 
tion.

“With 2,730,145 acres of land; | 


beside all improvements, and per-| 
sonal property, as well as Aten | 
ible property and money to assess; 
‘with something like 80,000 separ- 
ate assessments to make, enter 
and figure on the books; with 21,- 
000 square miles to cover with a 
field force of twelve men, the size 
of the task is rather appalling, and 
a sizable job. These things are not 
written in defense of the present 
system or of any particular group 
of individuals, but merely as & 
statement of facts which must be 
faced. 

“When a flat reduction of 20 per 
cent on assessed values is ap- 
plied it does not mean that each 
and every tax bill will be reduc- 
ed 20 per cent, because there are 
any number of cases where prop- 
erty has been escaping its fair and 
just valuation for tax purposes 
and whose owners have not borne 
equally the burdens which others 
have had to carry. Plain justice 
demands that such instances be 
recognized and a correction up- 
ward entered. Such property has 
had its reduction in advance, prob- 
ably over a long period of years. 

“Since the assessor's duty is one 
of equalization as well as finding 
and assessing properties, it re- 
quires actual contact with the 
property or the owner, or both, to 
get at the true value, and necessi- 
tates an equitable comparison of 
values an similar properties in 
similar locations under similar 
conditions. The work, therefore, 
becomes an endless task which 
must be systematized and planned 
to the minutest detail and then 
piaced in the hands of experienced 
and capable deputies, who can and 
will do the work required. Poli- 
tics and favoritism cannot dictate 
in a task of this sort.
